Bill, I shared your message below with the JAG. The BRP proceedings were 
initiated by a Governor's Executive Order and therefore, if a formal AG 
opinion is sought it should be the Panel or the Governor's office requesting 
it. As neither I or the NG itself is officially part of the process, only 
certain members appointed by the Governor, it would not be me who asks for 
the opinion. It is also not my decision how you or the Panel chooses to 
proceed as, again, I am not part of that process. I suggest you ask for the 
opinion of the Governor's legal advisor, Josh Hicks, on how you should 
proceed. It is not I who asked for or raised the issue of the Open Meeting 
Law. It is my understanding that this issue was raised by Ron Bath. And, 
as the meetings that occur at the Guard are part of our Federal Processes 
and not part of a formal "State Public Body" established by State Executive 
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or Legislative order or statute, the "State" open meeting laws do not apply,

At a recent BRP meeting, it was mentioned that you were wondering if BRP 
deliberations and meetings were subject to the open meeting law, and so we 
sought clarification. Please find the attached opinion rendered from the 
NNG's JAG office concerning the subject. 

Since LTC Blower, as a department legal advisor, suggests an AG opinion, if 
such an opinion is sought, we would defer that request to you at the cabinet 
level. The long term impact of his conservative interpretation may very well 
open up all meetings you and the other senior members of the NNG conduct 
within and for the State of Nevada's Military Department. Please note that 
the BRP does not receive any "Nevada Tax Revenues" for its purpose, and will 
only craft alternatives for the Governor, but on the other hand, the NNG 
does receive tax revenues for its state mission.
